He asked that people remember 
the veterans in hospitals through 
generous giving. His opinion was 
that it would be shameful for the 
public to forget so soon the sacri- 
fices the men made for their 
country. ./ 
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Legal Tax Evasion 

President Truman has again spoken out in favor 
of increasing government income through higher 
taxes. In an article in the New York Times, Godfrey 
N. Nelson observes, "There is at least one means by 
which the Federal government could not only stimu- 
late competitive business but could derive very sub- 
stantial revenues. Tax the income of all businesses 
conducted for profit, both public and private; elimi- 
nate tax exemptions, irrespective of kind of ownership 
or form of organization. 

"Cooperatives and their owners, for example, 
should be taxed like ordinary business corporations 
on their entire earnings, and on distributions made 
out of earnings." 

In this connection, Representative Noah Mason 
has proposed a bill designed to tax businesses of this 
kind, including government-owned enterprises "oper- 
ating on taxpayers' money, generally paying no in- 
terest . . . and paying no taxes on their earnings even 
though they compete directly with privately-owned 
companies." 

The government power developments, includ- 
ing the rural electric cooperatives, are perfect exam- 
ples of the last type of business. In effect, all the 
taxpayers of the country are subsidizing the electric 
bills of a favored few. The loss of the tax revenue 

that private utilities would pay on the same volume 
of business is a body blow to states and municipali- 
ties, and all the taxpayers must kick in to make up 
the deficit. 

The legal tax evasion now going on is indefen- 
sible. Mr. Mason's bill seems to be the answer to a 
problem which has become critical. 

Whose Fight Is This? 

A publication of the Kentucky Retail Food 
Dealers' Association carries an interesting commen- 
tary on the government's antitrust suit against the 
Atlantic and Pacific food chain system. It said: "We 
overheard a conversation the other day that made a 
whale of a lot of sensel A customer addressed a gro- 
cer saying, 'Just what are you trying to do — close up 



A & P?' His roply, 'I don't know too much about the 
case. As far as we are concerned, A & P doesn't bother 
us at oil. Wc seem to be able to compete with them in 
most every respect and are kept pretty busy tending 
to our own customers, . . This fight is not between 
the grocers and A & P, it Is between the government 
and A & P.' " 

Probably retailers with a similar attitude could 
be found -in every locality in which this or any other 
chain has outlets. The idea that there is or can be 
monopoly in retailing is refuted by every Main Street 
in the country. A typical town has independents and 
chains operating in direct competition side by side. 
Each has its following — each is doing everything it 
oan to please and attract customers. A store succeeds 
for only one reason — because people like it, and spend 
their money across Its counters. 

In the last twenty years, the proportion of total 
retail trade done by independents on the, one hand and 
the chains on the other has hardly qhanged at all. 
The independents do the largest part by far. Regard- 
less of all the fine-spun legal arguments, the domin- 
ant force in retailing everywhere within our borders 
is free, aggressive competition. The government's 
monopoly action must be puzzling to merchants who 
have been successfully competing with A & P and the 
other chains for years. 

**■ •p **• 

All Are Needed 

Those whose training and experience permit 
thorn to speak with authority on matters involving 
the national defense invariably say that no single ser- 
vice can do the whole job if war comes again, and 
that all the services must be prepared to carry a full 
share of the burden. General Lawton Collins, Chief of 
Staff of the army, expressed this view recently when 
he said, "No one service alone can possibly wage inter- 
continental war. There continues to be a need for 
bases for any large scale operations, bases for fighters 
to aid heavy bombers. Nor can we, in large operations, 
rely solely on mid-air fueling. ,There is no argument 
about that. The joint Chiefs of Staff are in accord 
that it is something that needs teamwork by the army, 
navy, and air force." 

That doctrine is logical. At the same time, cer- 
tain policies laid down at the top military level 
j;ecm to be a disavowal of it. As an example, the navy 
has been prevented from building certain aircraft 
carriers it feels it must have if it is to be properly pre- 
pared. And the only logical reasoning behind that ac- 
tion is that the air force can do the whole air job with 
its big bombers, and that advanced bases and fighter 
protection are no longer necessary. 

This, is, of course, the atomic-blitz idea — the 
theory that with intercontinental bombers we can 
strike a quick and decisive blow. It is an appealing 
theory to many because it makes war seem cheap. 
But it is an unproven theory, that goes contrary to all 
past experience. If it should turn out to be wrong, in 
another war, the results might be suicidal. 

Real military security requires the development 
of every one of the services — with each service per- 
mitted to obtain the weapons it feels it needs with- 
in budget limitations.

Rent Board Will Review 
Individual Adjustments 

Tenants and landlords may ask 
the Waukegan rent advisory board 
to review individual adjustment 
made by the Waukegan rent office, 
Board Chairman Wayne C. Clark 
said today. 

The advisory board, made up of 
county residents serving without 
pny — will review rent eases on re- 
quest of the affected tenant or own- 
er, but Clark said it would not re- 
cognize so-called "frivolous" objec- 
tions to rent office handling of in- 
dividual cases. 

"Since we meet only once a 
month, we can consider only those 
cases involving a landlord or tenant 
who feels that he has not had the 
full benefit of rent control," the 
board chairman explained. "If the 
individual can present actual evi- 
dence justifying reconsideration, 
wo are glad to serve as an impar- 
tial jury." 

Any tenant or landlord who ques- 
tions a new rental set by the rent 
office may request a hearing be- 
fore the board at its next regular 
meeting, he said. If the board re- 
commends further consideration or 
a different adjustment, the rent di- 
rector will follow its recommenda- 
tion as long as it is legally possible. 

"Actually, a very small propor- 
tion of the cases come up before the 
board," Clark explained. "This is 
because Area Rent Director J. Ed- 
win Porter gets the board's view in 
advance of a decision on the more 
difficult cases. Thus the board has 
a chance to make its recommenda- 
tions without the formality of a 
hearing." 

As an example of the type of case 
handled by the advisory board, the 
chairman told of a case where a 
tenant protested that his landlord

Jobs During Holidays Call 
For Social Security Cards 
if Not Already Possessed 

Persons taking jobs in retail busi- 
ness or industrial establishments 
during the coming holiday season 
will need a social security card even 
though the work is part-time or 
temporary, Mr. Bernard Barnett, 
Manager of the Waukegan, 111. So- 
cial Security Field Office said to- 
day. Social Security cards may be 
obtained free of charge at the Wau- 
kegan, 111., field office located in the 
Post Office building. 

"If a person has had a social. se- 
curity card before," Mr. Barnett 
said, "he should not ask for a new 
card and number. If he has lost or 
destroyed the card he had previous- 
ly, he should ask for a new card 
with the same number as the ori- 
ginal one. If he has the stub of his 
original card, with the social secur- 
ity number on it, so much the bet- 
ter — a new card can be issued with- 
out delay." 

Each worker's social security 
card, with the number it bears, is 
the key to his insurance policy with 
Uncle Sam, Mr. Barnett explained. 
It identifies his social security ac- 
count, in which a record , of his 
wage is kept. The social security 
account is used to determine the 
amount of "benefits payable to the 
worker and his family. More than 
one social security number may 
cause delay in securing benefits, or 
even loss of benefits.

In America on Christmas Evej 
there is a merry tinkle of sleigh 
bells as Santa Claus drives up in 
a sleigh drawn by eight reindeer. 

He drives from roof to roof, 
pausing Just long enough to climb 
down each chimney, From a huge 
pack on his back he fills the chil- 
dren's stockings with toys and 
goodies. Gifts that are too large to 
be stuffed in the stockings are put 
on the Christmas tree or stacked 
underneath it. 

This Is Christmas In America 
—but it Is not always Santa 
who brings the gifts to children 
in other lands. 

The Dutch children anxiously 
await the arrival on Christmas of 
St. Nicholas. He was the bishop of 
Myra, so he is dressed in the tradi- 
tional bishop's robes of black, 
wears a mitre, and' carries a 
crozier. 

He rides a white horse and is ac- 
companied by Block Peter, his 
page boy. Instead of hanging up 
their stockings to hold the gifts, the 
Dutch children place their wooden 
shoes in the chimney corner before 
going to bed. On the window sills 
they leave a bunch of hay for 
"Sleipner," the bishop's white 
horse. It is customary for St. Nicho- 
las to overturn chairs and leave the 
room in general confusion for 
Christmas morning. 

English children wait for a Santa 
Claus who closely resembles our 
own. They also find gifts tied to a 
green Christmas tree, but this cus- 
tom has been in effect only since 
Queen Victoria was a young bride. 
She married Albert, a German 
prince, and it was he who intro- 
duced, this Christmas custom to 
England from Germany. 

It is an angel who leaves the 
gifts in Czechoslovakia. She de- 
scends on a golden chord to, 
accompany Santa. 

In Scandinavia, gifts are distrib- 
uted during the supper hour. They 
are brought by dwarfs and the chil- 
dren leave bowls of porridge on the 
doorstep for them. Santa comes 
riding on a goat instead of a rein- 
deer. 

The birds receive the largest 
number of gifts in Sweden. Each; 
family places a sheaf of grain on 
a pole or on the fence posts for 
the birds' Christmas dinner. 

Spanish children place their 
straw-filled sleeves on the window 
sills so the Magi may feed their 
horses while they leave gifts. The 
older people fill an Urn of Fate 
from which the gifts ore drawn on 
Christmas Day. /
